“Question 5 — How is a group of|In general, people who are not ac- 


three or five Communists to commence 
work in an industrial town? 


“Answer — If three or five Commun- 
ists happen to be in an industrial town, 
what are they to do? First of all they 
must find work,’ preferably in a large 
factory or mill, get acquainted with the 
locality where they are going to work, 
find out how the workers live there, 
what wages they get, the situation in 
that industry, draw up an outline of 
demands, publish (illegally) a leaflet 
addressed to the workers and try to 
distribute it. If every one of the three 
or four comrades works in this way 
and assists the others, they will not 
fail to get results. They will hear the 
workers talk about the leaflet, they 
will know how the workers respond 
to it, they will hear their opinions, and 
it will not be difficult for them to find 
out who is really in agreement with 
them and who is able to do some work 
which they may propose. They. will 
not even notice how a circle of people 
will have formed around them with 
whom they can conduct talks and chats. 
. . . . . Imperceptibly every one of 
the three or five comrades will gain 
adherents. When they find that there 
are people who have grasped their 
principles, they should push them for- 
ward, giving them certain tasks, such 
as the organization of a trade union, 
of a workers’ co-operative society, etc., 
and the best of the new comrades 
Should be enlisted in the nucleus. 
However, the initiators from among 
the three or five Communists must re- 
‘main inconspicuous in the eyes of the 
newly enlisted comrades. For a time 
the comrades working in a certain fac- 
tory or mill should abstain from mak- 
ing speeches, leaving it to those of the 
comrades of the group of three or five 
who work elsewhere. This is necessary 
in order that the comrades should not 
fall into the hands of the police before 
they have time to create a Party or- 
ganization. Every one of the comrades 
who works at the factory or mill will 
serve as the eyes and the ears of the 
organization. Through them the or- 
ganization will distribute leaflets and 
carry out everything required by the 
Party organization. 


“These are the first steps. Now the 
next action. If in that city there is 


some labor organization, a trade union, 
a co-operative, a sport society, educa- 
tional or some other organization, the 
comrades should join it and see what 
is going on there.

quainted with illegal methods will find 
it easier to publish such a paper, but 
should this prove impossible, you 
should publish it illegally. 

“Thus the’ circle of comrades who 
may be drawn into the revolutionary 
movement will be widened. It is neces- 
sary to work energetically in the trade 
unions, in the workers’ organizations, 
where our people should show alert- 
ness and initiative. Our comrades 
should prove that they are able to 
work, to express accurately their ideas, 
to bring up proposals without at first 
disclosing who they are, without show- 
ing they are Communists or that they 
speak on behalf of the Communist or- 
ganization. However, if they raise 
questions in a proper manner, they are 
sure to gain adherents.” 

‘“‘Names *of comrades should not 
figure in accounts. Everything should 
be put in figures — Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 
so on. The names of these comrades 
should be kept by the secretary in ci- 
pher showing that comrade so-and-so 
is No. 1, comrade so-and-so is No. 2 
and so on. The object upon which the 
money is spent, the amount of mem- 
bership contributions paid in, amounts 
paid as a donation, and so on should 
be indicated in the income and expend- 
iture. The same thing with the min- 
utes: present Nos. 1, 2, 3, etc., such 
and such questions were discussed, this 


‘and that was decided, No. so-and-so 


was instructed to do this and that, and 
so on. So that if the minutes fail into 
the hands of the police they should 
not be able to decipher them. Minutes 
could be abandoned altogether, and 
only a record of the adopted resolu- 
tions should be kept. But then it will

“Let us take the example of Czarist 
Russia — what came first, the political 
mass fight, or the economic? The 
Party carried on a political agitation 
which trained and united the vanguard 
of the working class. But how did the 
movement of the broad working class 
masses come about? When an econ- 
omic strike was brewing somewhere, 
partial demands would be advanced, 
demands which in comparison with the 


political tasks confronting the workers| 


were small. These demands, such as an

It seemed that these were 
small demands, but, if the workers in 
Russia had not learnt to go on strike for 
such demands, they would: no doubt 
never have succeeded in overthrowing 
autocracy with such comparative ease.” 


“Question 49 — How should we fight 
in India against the multitude of re- 
ligions? 

“Answer — It is, of course, necessary 
to fight religion in India, but | think 
we have more important tasks now. 
It is necessary to organize trade unions, 
Party organizations, to turn the trade 
unions into mass organizations, and, 
by increasing the influence of the 
Communist Party in the mass labor 
organizations and the influence of the 
latter over the broad masses, to fight 
réligion. But to commence fighting 
religion now means to commence a 
fight with all the religions existing in 
India since Communists cannot remain 
neutral to any religion; then the Com- 
munists may find themselves alone and 
completely isolated from the masses.” 


“Question 50 — What are our tasks 
in workers’ religious organizations? 


. The Communists 
must endeavor to destroy such organ- 
izations from within. But they should 
not begin with religion; let them at 
first start with economic and political 
questions, with economic interests that 
affect the masses directly, and point 
out to them the necessity of forming 
trade unions jointly with other work- 
ers for an united struggle against their 
common enemy who is to be found in 
all religious denominations. After the 
Communists haye succeeded in form- 
ing an organization uniting workers 
of various religious denominations, 
they will have to start very cautiously 
a fight against all religions.” 

“Communists are determined en- 
emies of all religions, Communists are 
avowed internationalists. One of the 
greatest slogans of the Communist In- 
ternational is ‘Workers of the World, 
unite!’ because the workers in all coun- 
tries are faced by one common en- 
emy — the bourgeoisie.’’

or warrant. They open and read your 
letters, listen on your phone, summon 
you at will to spy and inform.on your 
closest friends and relatives. You may 
be held incontmunicado for months or 
years, and subjected to physical tor- 
ture, without any legal recourse.”’ 

“As for leaving the country, that is 
a privilege limited to carefully screened 
officials and favorites. -An attempt 
to leave without permission. is punish- 
able by death. Under Soviet law and 
practice, you may be punished for the 
crimes of relatives, even if you are 
unaware of their offense.’ 

“Theft of government property is a 
capital crime — and virtually every- 
thing in Russia is government property. 
Even children as young as 12 are sub- 
ject to these death penalties.” 

‘“‘Mental and artistic life in the Soviet 
Union is hermetically sealed against 
foreign influences. Foreign books, 
plays, movies are allowed. to reach 
Russians only if they do not contradict 
Soviet ideas. Only a carefully selected 
few are permitted to read foreign mag- 
azines and newspapers.” 

“In Soviet Russia today there are 
no servants — they are called ‘house- 
workers.’ By the same logic there are 
also no classes — they are called ‘cat- 
egories.’. . . The economic and social 
distance between the charwoman and 
the banker, between the bookkeeper 
and the head of the trust, between the 
private and the officer in the Army, is, 
if anything, greater in Russia-than in 
America. The upper classes are more 
arrogant; the lower more servile.” 

“In any country it’s not what you 
know but whom you know, but this is 
a hundred times more true in a police 
state . ... The gulf between the rich- 
est and the poorest is by this time 
greater than in the United States. The 
rich, it is true, are not as rich as Am- 
ericans, but the poor are vastly poorer. 
. . On trains and boats there are 
four classes. In factories and offices 
there are three and sometimes four 
categories of restaurants — clean, 
well-stocked ones for the managerial 
gentry; middling ones for the lower 
officials; squalid and badly stocked 
ones for the masses.”’
